something else as well. But to give 

the starving patient, starving in the 
midst of plenty, these things to feed 
him, is giving him a stone when he 
asks for bread. A little light food 
which can be digested is infinitely 

better for him. 

This is something like what should 

be arrived at- : 

Breakfast : Porridge, oatmeal, or 

to 



arily. If they disagree, let them 
be avoided; experience must be the 
sole judge of their admissibility. 
Only they need not, he eschewed whole 
sale, as is too much the rule. 
Bananas, tigs, pineapples, raisins, 

preserved peaches and apricots, when 
the fresh fruit, cannot be obtained, are 
also good; candied fruits perhaps' arc 
not as a rule admissible. 

Supper: A draught of milk and an 
arrow-root biscuit is the best and 
lightest. It is rarely required except 
after an early dinner. 

Some persons, however, must take 
their food at. short intervals, because 
they can only digest little al once. 

When the fast betwixt supper and 
breakfast IS too long a hi tie milk and 
a biscuit in the small hours of the 
morning may be taken; or a tumbler 
of milk with a teaspoonful of wine or 
brandy in it may be taken on getting 
out of lied to dress. With some per 
sons this enables them to take a fair 
breakfast. 

Some persons can cat, no breakfast. 

Not uncommonly " they eat their 

breakfast before they go tolled"; they 
make a good supper; this is very com- 
mon with business people who work 

hard all the day, and have no rest '.ill 
supper time, The mistress of a busi- 
ness requiring much personal atten- 
tion is apt todotbis. She commonly 
becomes a dyspeptic; if her ilir.. 
can stand this outrage, usually she 
ultimately becomes the subj. 
gout, in sonic one or other of itsmany 
forms. 

Some dyspeptics find that they 
must take nolluids with their food, and 
have to live on a very dry dietary, an 
Arab dietary. Others require more 
fluids than they allow themselves. 
Others require a biscuit or some light 
article of food "betwixl meals.'' 
When this is made an excuse for a 
glass of sherry, it is to be closely criti- 
cised as a questionable habit, "more 
honored in the breach than in (be 

•■ e .i r....:. 

would be better in every way. Some 

succulent, fruit would satisfy Ihecrav- 
ling "for something" and would not 
require the beverage "to get , it, down. " 

Such use of fruit ought to be more 

general than it is at, present. In all 
households where the expense docs 
dot forbid it, a large dish of picked 
fruit of various kinds, when the sea 
son permits of it, should be placed on 
the side hoard every morning, with a 
label " Help yourself" on it (as is 
found in the wailing rooms of several 
Condon consultants). Children would 
soon cease lo oxereal themselves, just 
as do the assistants in confectioners' 
shops, when they realize that it is to 
be a constant affair, not an occasional 
treat In be made the most of. Such 
an idea is well worthy of adoption. If 
the " temperance" section of society 
would set, lite example, it would soon 
be followed by others, to the benefit 
of the digestive organs of many, while 

it would be agreeable to all. Freeh- 

gathered fruit out of the garden and 
orchard ought to be placed on the 
breakfast table every morning. For 
those who experience a hitter or hot 
tasto in the morning on awakening, 
such addition to the breakfast table 
would be most acceptable. 

And now a few words as lo the be- 
verages to be taken. Americans are a 
dyspeptic people; they drink much 
iced Water at meals, rri/n, iced drinks 
at nieal times are bad I They may be 
when earned to excess ; this is not 
denied. Hut iced drinks are not the 
cause of the widespread dyspepsia in 
Ihe I'nited Slates. There are other 
potent factors in action. Iced drinks 
arc very grateful to the thirsty, hut 
too much indulgence therein produces 
a lorturing (hirst, as the person who 
indulges in eating snow in the Arctic 
regions di quickly. .lust as 

snow balling causes the hands first to 
feel cold and then lo glow with heat 

if continued, so the constant applica- 
tion of an iced fluid to the fauces, at 
first grateful, becomes a source Of in 
tense discomfort ; for the blood \ 
are first contracted and ultimately pa 
1, and then the fauces glow with 
warm blood, like the skin of ihe snow- 
baller's bands. 

Iced fluids are not desirable for dys- 
peptics, to say the least of il. Ordi- 



good or harmful according to the use 
made of them. As to the inischiev- 

ousness of alcoholic indulgences, all 

" the total abstainer" and his less 
rigid brothers and sisters, are agreed. 
It is bad physically, intellectually, 
and morally ! 

Hut what would be decided I 
in one person is not "excess" in an- 
other. There are times of debility 
when generous wine may be freely 
drunk, not only without, injury, but 
with benefit : but the desire for them 
passes away as the indications for 
I hem disappear. (It is not forgot ten 
that careless medical instructions lo 
drink wine freely have led to sorrow- 
ful results'; nor thai a patient may 
interpret medical instructions liberal- 
ly, so as to make an excuse for alco- 
holic indulgence). So long as alco- 
holic drinks improve the appetite, do 
not, beat the patient, and do not dis- 
turb the tongue, it is impossible to 

say they are doing harm ; and it is 
certain they are doing good and agree- 
ing.

while alkaline waters arc not good at 
meal limes: they reduce the acidify^ 
of the Stomach, which is essential to* 

ihe digestive action in the said sto- 1 iia'rilv at dinner, the icepudding is fol- 
lowed by a glass of liquor — " to cor- 

i lam temperature is re- 
quisite for digest ion, and too much 
cold is undesirable. 

So. too, the stomach is acid after a 
meal, for the gastlic digestion is acid; 
therefore, alkaline waters arc contra- 
indicated at meal-times. They should 
betaken before meals, properly, when 

omaoh is alkaline. The milder 

effervescing waters are eoinparafl vely 
unobject ionable. 
As to alohol ages, they are 



Mall liquors are scarcely suited to 
the dyspeptic ; and a little sound 
bitter ale alone of the series may be 

permitted to the sufferer from indi- 

gesi ion. 

Hut for the dyspeptic no rule 
" absolute " can be laid down in 
beverages any more than in food. 
Each ease requires its own regimen 

all through. Many cases of dyspop 
sia. especially when there is morning 
sickness, some catarrh, excessive 
flatulence, a foul tongue, and an un- 
steady eve. are due to alcohol wholly 
and solely ; and no reliance, what- 
ever, can he placed on the word, state- 

emii oaths, of a drunk- 
ard ; for " a drunkard is a liar !" 

And this holds good of both sexes 
and all ages ; everywhere and ever. 

Moderation in food, especially al- 
buminoids : a little properlj digested, 
is more nutritive than a feast, none 
of which is properly or completely di- 
gested. 

Moderation in drinks, especially al- 
ehoholie ; the VM media, neither total 
abstinence nor e\, , 

These are two grand rules to he 
observed. 

Whey, when it can be procured 
fresh, or skimmed milk is a splendid 
beverage for dyspeptics. There is a 
quantity of nutritive sugar of milk in 
it. while it contains all the salts of 
milk. 

This leads up to a matter not alto- 
gether unimportant, yet rarely re- 
membered ; it is this — sugar is a very 
easily digested hydrocarbon. 

Though* it disagrees with many, 
with most dyspeptics il can be taken 
in greater or less quantity, in their tea 
or coffee. 

Finally, tea and coffee are more or 
loss objectionable and disturbing to 
dyspeptics. 

Cocoa, not too full of fat, but thin 
is better ; oi 8 glass of milk ; or that 
tumblerful of syrup of the condiment 
for breakfast. 

The oup of tea before getting Op is 
utterly uncalled for. and unmitigat- 
edlv had : and the cup of strong tea or 
coffee after dinner should be avoided 
scrupulously. 

The incubus of fashion and conven- 
tionality is a heavy burden for most 
dyspeptics. They should not even 
bathe before breakfast if they have 
sufficient strength of mind to brave 
the strictures of Mrs. Grundy. 

If they have not, I am sorry for 
them; BOrdoJ" think the position of 
their medical adviser one to he covet- 
ed. Neither the doctor nor the pa- 
tient has then a fair tield if there bo 
lack of courage, moral or other, on 
either side !

Sin: -The busy world on the Paci- 
fic coast looms to have concentrated 
its activity in tho "City of theAngels," 
during the past winter and this 
spring. The gloriotts climate, of 
which Southern California, and 
especially Los Angeles arc so famous, 
has attracted hordes of men of wealth, 
tourists and invalids from all parts of 
the Ivistern States, Canada and Eng 
land, and thoir money, industry, in- 
telligence and activity have united to 
push enterprises iu all directions, with 
a vim that wonld make the so-called 
enterprises east of the ltockies, pale iu 
the shade. This once cow-country 
ami aheep run, with its scattered 
bands of wandering Spanish Mexicans, 
is now covered with luxuriant orange, 
lemon, peach, apricot, apple, prune 
and plum orchards, and thousands of 
acres of vegetables extending for miles 
and miles in all directions from ihe 
ocean const to the snow oapped Sier- 
ras. Kvory visitor Las been struck 
with admiration and wonder al tho 
transformation. The matchless cli- 
mate and the fertile soil, combined 
with the industry and enterprise of 
the settlers, have worked these wou- 
det'B. The marvels of the flora and 
citrus exhibitions now being held in 
Log Angeles, have made our Eastern 
visitors feel a kind of discontentment 
with their frozen homes and cyclone 
swept valleys in the East. Hundred* 
who came lo stay a short time, have 
become permanent, settlers — settlers? 
shou'd 1 say, in a city of 42,000 in- 
habitants, as Ii is Angeles now cun 
tains. It had hardly '20.000 people, 
when your correspondent t-ettled here 
two years ago, when he was obliged 
to leave the *r*l and snow of Canada, 
in search of a moro genial climate. 
Hero are found cable railroads, elec- 
tric lights, and all the most modern 
inipiovcnietits that are lo be found in 
the old cities of the K ist, with ten or 
twenty times the population and age. 
Los Angeles is highly favored, indeed 
Providence seems to have reserved tho 
choicest land and the most sublime

the hist to be settled on, snd by the 
favored iew, who have had the cour- 
ifje and means to cross the vast con 
tinen t. The deaf mutes, who have 
found their way here, and settled per 
niuiontly with a determination to stay 
and make a home in this land, have 
boon of the most respectable inlclli 
gent and energetic class, ami are do 

iiiarkably well-. Oeorge Priggc, 
whom your correspondent, had the dis- 
agreeable task to expose in a previous 
issue of the JoURBAt* has not been 
lioiid of since my last. This refe- 
rence to Priggc reminds of former 
deaf mule visitors of the tramp and 
swindler character, whose stay here 
was happily only very temporary. 
During the winter of 1SS3, several 

y'' deaf mutes visited Los Ange 
les, and when mot by tho writer, pre- 
tended to be searching tor employment. 
But when work was offered them, they 
never liirned up, and s une of them 
were seen bogging or offering trilling 
articles for sale, which were only a 
pretext for asking for charity. One 
deaf mute, strong aud healthy man. :is 
he was. had a card printed whioh in- 
formed the public thai he was deaf 
and dumb, out of work, sick and an 
orphan, and humbly sought contribu- 
tions to enable him to go to San Fran 
cisco, (the Mecca of all such on this 
QOaat) lie formed a very favorable 
opinion of Bos Angeles people at the 
close of a lew days' canvass, and with 
a smiling face and a fat purse he 
boarded the north bound train. He 
forgot be pay his board bill, and left 
his landlady n few empty Uouot but 
ties, as the sole mementos of his so 
journ with her. This " good old time" 
ol the tramp frab < nong deaf 

mules is now at an end. and the days 
of deaf mute swindlers are also nntn 
bored. The police will look sharply 
after such now, aud prompt exposure 
will follow, so it will be well to dis 
courage all begging and swindling 
deal-mules Iroin looking towards Los 
Angeles as a field of operation. But 
to those respectable deaf mutes who 
have a little eapiial and want a change 
of climate foi the sako oi health and 
comfort, a heart \ welcome will be ex 
tended and they will, if honest, indus 
trious and respectable, never have 
eiuso to regret moving here. The 
few deaf mutes now settled in Los 
leg and in Sauls Barbara are well 
known and much esteemed by the in 
telligenl and influential citizens, and 
I hey arc well satisfied with their new 
homes. 

Wo mad the inter es ting and in 
sliuetivo lecltue liy Di l'eet on 
" Heading" with grout satisfaction. I 
can agger* Dr. Boot that his labor to 
interest, deaf mutes in the important 
subject of reading good books will not 
be in vain. He expressed my own 

to the letter When 1 read it 



in the Jouknai., X felt, great pleasure to 
know that we had such a man at the 
head of our largest Institution, whoso 
views on tbe education of deaf mute 
children and adults ( for he seems 
to follow them even when they quit 
the Institution, with an eager desire 
to benefit them still.) If Dr. Peat is 
a fair sample of our American in- 
structors, it will not be the fault of the 
teachers, if the deaf mutes are back- 
ward in the use of the English lan- 
guage. 1 was at, school only eighteen 
months in England, but I was so 
fortunate as to have a teacher of Dr. 
Peel's standard in the late Rev. S 
Smith, afterward Chaplain of the 
Royal Association for Deaf Mutes, 
London, who gave his pupils similar 
advice as Dr. Peet gave in his leelure 
on the importance of reading. 

I have for many years had among 
my intimate friends one of Dr. Poet's 
most brilliant pupils ( Prof. Reaves ), 
whose intelligence is so highly praised 
in the lecture along with o'.heis, and 
I am not at all surprised that some 
people believe such pupils are almost 
as well instructed as their teachers. 
My friend Reaves is on his fruit-farm 
not very far from bote, and we still 
correspond, and I can say that in all 
the numerous letters I have received 
from him, 1 have not detected ,me 
grammatical error. I cannot say as 
much of the letters wrflten by many 
of my hearing and speaking friends, 
both clergy and lay, professors and 
merchants of all kinds. I don't 
know what friend Reaves will say to 
me for bringing him into print, but, I 
hope he will pardon me, when he 
knows that my sole object is to en 
courage deaf-mutes generally to follow 
Dr. Beet's advice. They merely read 
the lectnre and say " its good," and 
forget all about, it in an hour after- 
wards and again launch into the 
troubled Sea of Signs. That is not 
right. They should act on the advice, 
and read and read Good books are 
wonderlully cheap in our day, and 
one em now be bought for the price 
of • bad cigar, I hat ( Ihe book not Ihe 
cigars') a few years ago used lo cost 
as much as a pair of boots. My love 
of reading has c'ung to me ever since 
my revered teacher, when a young 
man, impressed it on my mind I 
have taught the sivn e to my own 
pupils with the most happy resulis 
Let teachers labor incessantly to im 
press on thoir pupils' minds lhal a 
love to road good books is of the 
utmost itnportiiiice for their future wel 
fare. Bead and reflect. Bead again 
and reflect, and read on until the 
sentences become clear and plain to 
the mind. If a pupil remain at 
school ten or fifteen years and does 
nol acquire a taste for books, his 
education may be sol down as almost 
a failure. I might go on writing on 
this subject all the week, and not be 
done. If deaf mutes could only get a 
taste of the good tilings found in 
hooks, they would feel that they had 
missed somethiug in the past, but 
they may rest assured lhat"it's never 
too late to mend." They can learn 
and improve them- n now, no 

matter how old iu years they urn In 

The deaf mutes all over the land 
owe a debt of gratitude to such men 
as Dr. Beet, and should pass a vote of 
thanks to the .loruwu, for publishing 
hie lecture. If Dr. Boot would print 
his lecture on Beading in book form, 
and put a copy of it into the hands of 
each ol the graduates of the New 
York Institution, he will keep his 
words ever before them — din. din 
them perfectly into their heads ( thoir 
ears are no good, and their eyes need 
to see the words in print. ~l 

I fear my letter is too long, and 
my subject may bo uninteresting to 
some of your readers, ao I must close 
for the present.

charge he felt that he had found his 
life-work. 

At the suggestion of some of his 
friends and neighbors be permitted an 
application to go before the Legisla- 
ture for a small appropriation to help 
him in the work. lie owned the old 
frain- house and the land. When he 
demonstrated that deaf mutes could be 
taught, to read and write, the number 
of applications began to increase. 
The old house had to be enlai 
little. The old appropriation was ex- 
hausted as well as the income of Mr. 
Walker. For a number Of years every 
thing made on his farm went to the 
support of the institution. The State, 
seeing the imporUMHH of the work and 
reposing the utmost conlidenc- in Mr. 
Walker's integrity and ability, ii 
ed the appropriations and finally or 

■ suitable building to ' 
This was done, and small salaries 
Wars paid the teachers, and the board 
and clothing of children unable to pay 
wire provide. I for. .Just as the insti 
lution was making a fair start, the 
war ctuio on and soon the death of 
Mr. Walker, the founder, followed. 
Then came the car] lomination 

of the State and the subversion of the 
institution. The east wing had been 
started, but while it, was under Radi- 
an! rule the house was abused, the 
furniture destroyed and apparent ruin 
brought to the ph. 

State had bought one hundred 
and fifty seven acres of land, and this, 
with a dilapidated house, was all that 
was left of this humane institution 
when the democrats came into power. 
The necessity of reorganisation was 
apparent. In looking around for a 
suitable man to take charge 1'rol N. 
F. Walker was selected. He was 
both to the 'totoacr" and "manner" 

born, being a son of the founder. 
Then he had the advantage of having 
two sisters, who, with Prof Hughston, 
wen- most eompetent, assistants, and 
the late Prof. Noith took charge of 
the blind department. With small 
tporopriations it was a struggle to 
coinpl ast wing and repair the 

old centre building, returiiisu the 

and support, the pupils sent to 
I'.ut patiently and magnanim- 
ously Prof. Walker and his assistants 
struggled on, giving their time and 
labor to this work, when they were 
getting only a bare pittance for their 
services. Their struggles and priva 
tions in those early days would make 
a pathetic chapter in the history of 
Cedar Springs, if it should ever be 
writt. 

the years passed on and the 
people of i began to learn the 

nature of the work, it was not so dif 
fienlt to increase the appropriations, 
and three years ago $12,000 was voted 
to build the west wing. The contract 
was let out to Charles Moore, of our 
town, arid faithfully and well has In- 
done his work. Tl committee 
having all these improvement! in 
charge consists of Co!

It is evident to any visitor that Mr. 
and Mrs. Walker put themselves in 
the place of the parent. While the 
discipline has to be strict fie 
under and over all the rules and re 
gulaiioriH of the n-hool that genuine 
love without which teaching must be 
to a certain extent a failure, especially 
in the case of small children. It is 
touching to see two or three of these 
little boys and girls swinging to Pro 
fessor Walker's arms, legs and e.oai 
tails when they are all off duty ft is 
only a little incident, a " trifle," as Dr 
IS would say, but it giv. s on. an 
insight into the big, warm heart that 
is the life of this insl itution. 

Tobacco and cigarettes are unknown 
in the school. Out of all the teachers, 
pupils and servants, there is only one 
that uses t.ob.ieeo, and his pipe is never 

permitted to sand fortb its fumes ia 
the main building. It is hoped he will 
soon reform and abandon the habit. 
To the local committee having charge 
of the improvements and the expendi 
turo of the appropriations the State 
should feel indebted, for they have 
done the work assigned to I hem in the 
very best style and in the most 
omic manner.

Mr. Thouiiis Drown was born in 
IJenniker, \. H., February U, i«04. 
He dud on the 23d of March, 1886, 
therefore he had reached the eighty 
I year of his age. His father, 
Nahum Drown, enjoyed the appellation 
ng the first deaf mute m Hon 
niker, and the first known in his 
family. He was never educat 
the American Asylum, as his advanced 
age Interfered with it. However, he 
was a remarkable man of intelligence 
and judgment. He was a tall and 
stalwart man, constantly engaged in 
horticultural business. He was a 
smart and mighty farmer, loving to 
rise early atxl retire early, and enjoy- 
ing stout health. Mr. Losing admir- 
ed such a farmer in the extreme. I 
never failed to eniov his con vernal ion 
He told me with a sweet, smile that 
ked as if he were a patriarch. 
He died on the 4th of August, 186ft, 
aged 84 years. 

Thomas Urown was born in the same 
house where he died. He went to 
Hartford in the year of IHT2, and re 
matted till IH^'J, ■ban he returned to 
his home. When 1 went tie 
1824. 1 admired him, arid enjoyed Ins 
sling conversation. Ho whs al- 
ways interested in me, and tried to 
instruct me to my pleasure. He had 
talents for reading and writing. He 
was an energetic and diligent scholar. 
,,,ed to me that he ranked with 
rliest able pupils as a seholai 
educated in the American Asylum. 

When his education lermimiied, be 
was a candidate for a teacher, but In- 
failed, to my Kreat regret. 

While he was a pupil, his mind was 
tilled with military ideas. lie | 
ed generalship and made all the male 
pnpil- soldierlike in a spirited manner, 
creating much enthusiasm.
